Tis Faith that teaches us to direct theſe 
Vertues to their true End, the Glory of 
GOD; without which, they are ſe de- 
fective, that they ſcarce. deſerve the 
Name of Vertues: Tis Faith that makes 
renders their Sentiments truly excellent. 
Nothing can give a Man the true Spirit 
of Charity, but th Contemplation of the 
Divine Goodneſs : Nothing can make 
him truly humble but the Knowledge of 

Gon tranſcendent Perfection; nor ean 
any Thing inſpire us with a true and un- 
feigned Zeal for Vertue in general, but the 
Hope of the Divine Favour. If you once 
take away Faith, the only Foundation 
left for mene 
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Good-nature; the natural Reaſonableneſs 


of the Thing, Decency, Honour, and 
temporal Intereſt; which Prin neiples will 
N give a Man a true and fincere Ver- 
The higheſt Perfection Men can 

raiſe themſelves to, on the Strength of 
ſuch Principles, is to mortify one Vice 


to indulge another; to deny their Ava- 
rice, for Inſtance, to gratify their Ambi- 
tion; to renounce their Pleaſure to ſatiſ- 


fy their Pride; to do Good for their own 
Ends; and to be vicious and nie with 
leſs Diſprace. 

" AnD this Dependence of Vertus upen 
Faith, is obſervable, not only as to thoſe

To 
i which I anſwer, That Faith in general 
is no leſs abſolutely neceſſary to Salvation 
than Charity; ſo that as no Man can be 
fav'd without Charity; ſo no Man can 
be ſav'd without Faith: But that as there 
are ſome Inſtances: of Charity, in which al- 
though a Man happen to be defective, he 
may notwithſtanding have Charity; ſo 
there are ſome Points of Faith, in which 
a Man may err, and yet have Faith. 
Whatever Gop has reveal'd, and the 
Apoſtles taught in ChHRIST's Name, is 


no doubt in one Senſe neceſſary to be be- i 
liev'd ; even as all the Precepts of Chari- r 
ty are neceſſary. to be perform'd ; that is, 1 


it 1s our Duty to believe it, and we fin 
whenever, we do otherwiſe;; even as he 
fins, who neglects any Part of true Chari- 
ty: But as every. Omiſſion in the Duties 
of Charity, though finally continu'd in, 
will not. damn a Man;; ſo neither will 
every Error in Matters: of Faith a Man 
dies in, ſhut him aut of Heaven. ; That 
is in ſhort, Every Thing that is a Sin, is

not preſently a damnable Sin; every De- 
fect is not eſſential, I have before prov'd 
Faith to bea moral Duty, and conſequent- 
ly every Inſtance of Infidelity to be a real 
Sin: This is his Commandment, ſays the 
holy Apoſtle, that we believe in the Name 
of his Son Jeſus Chriſt, and love one another. 
To believe, it ſeems, is of the Number of 
the Things commanded. Since therefore 
every Sin againſt Charity is not incon- 
ſiſtent with a State of Grace; ſo no more 
is every Sin againſt Faith. If Go in 
the one Caſe makes Allowances for human 
Frailty, there 1s the ſame Reaſon why 
He ſhould in the other : Nay, there 1s 
really more ; Faith being chiefly requir'd 
in order to Charity; which ſhows Cha- 
rity to be the more excellent of the 
Two. : | N 
Tris firſt Doubt being thus clear'd, 
the Reſolution of the Second - Queſtion, 
What Doctrines of the Chriſtian Religion 
are neceſſary to be believ'd, will be eaſy. 
And I briefly anſwer it thus: Thoſe Chri- 
ſtian Doctrines are abfolutely and indiſ- 
penſably neceſſary to be believ'd, by not 
believing of which, a Man wou'd fin wil- 
fully. As all agree that no Breach of the

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20 The Nature and Neceſſity 
great Command of Charity, puts a Man 
out of a State of Grace, but what is wil- 
ful or preſumptuous; ſo no Error in 
Matters of Faith can be damnable, but 

what likewiſe is wilful, and proceeds 
from a wicked or irreligious Principle. 

How an Error may be wilful, I have al- 
ready ſufficiently intimated: A Man 
falls into a Miſtake, which if he wou'd 
fairly and impartially examine the Que- 
ſtion, he wou'd infallibly avoid; in 
which Caſe, the true-Reaſon why he is 
miſtaken, is becauſe he is reſolv'd to be 
ſo. Tis, I know, a common Obſervati- 
on on this Subject, That no Man can be- 
lieve as he liſts, but muſt judge of Things 
according, as they appear to his Under- 
ſtanding. And this no doubt is often 
true; many Things are ſo plain to us, 
that if we defir'd never ſo much to be- 
lieve the contrary, or ſo. much as to 

doubt of them, we cou'd do neither: 
But that Mens Paſſions have a mighty In- 
fluence on their Judgments; that Men 
do every Day believe and disbelieve ma- 
ny Things, which if they wou'd candid- 
ly-and impartially conſider, they wou'd 
have quite different Thoughts about 

| them; 
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2 3 © Who that has never 0 little con- i 
vers d with Mankind will deny this? 
. Tris therefore, in a- Word, is the 
Caſe : There is none of the Dockrines of 
Chriſtianity, but what all Men to whom 
Go p has given the ordinary Means of 
Inſtruction, wou'd be firmly perſuaded 
of, did they do all that lies in their Pow- 
er to know the Truth ; and therefore it 
E. es Intidelity 1s ſinful : But inaſ- 
uch as our natural Frailty and Corrup- 
tion is ſuch, that we ſeldom or never | 
do all that is poſſible for us to do, and / 1 
our Duty requires ; that which Gop con- A 
fiders, when we refuſe our Aſſent to any - 
of. theſe Doctrines, is not, whether we 
have done all that we cou d poffibly do 
to believe, but whether the Reaſon of 
our Unbelief be wilful Negligence, or 
affected Partiality ; in which Caſe our 
Infidelity is ſuch a Sin in the Sight of 
Gow, as if not timely and particularly. 
repented of, will inevitably ſubject us to 
the Puniſhment reſerv'd for Unbelievers. 
And this as it is a ſatisfactory, ſo it is 
the only Determination that can be giv- 
en in this Matter: For as for naming or

Men are generally told that if they err in 
Fundamentals, and die in thoſe Errors, 
they cannot be ſavd: How then ſhall Men 
that are no Divines, nor capable b of en- 
tring into all theſe Diſputes about Reli- 
gion, know, whether their own Pei ſuaſion 
be free from ſuch. Errors, and they are 
not in à State of Damnation on the Ac- 
count of their Principles? How ſſiall they 
be able to diſtinguiſh thoſe Doftrines 
which are fundamental, from thoſe which 
are not? The true Solution of this ftart- 
ling Queſtion,, I am perſuaded, is no 
other, than what I have already tuggeſt- 
ec: Thoſe are the Fundamentals of 
Faith which we cannot refuſe our Aſſent 
to, without a wilful Negligence or af- 
fected Partiality. Whatever Goſpel: Do- 
arine a Man does in that manner refuſe 
to believe, that to him is a fundamental 
Error: But if he hath diligently and im- 
partially examind into tlie Grounds of 
his Faith; and his own Heart after a ſes 
rious Reflection on the Means he has us'd 
to be rightly inform'd, gives him this Te- 
ſtimony, That he has honeſtly and fin- 
cerely endeavour'd to find out the Truth,

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though his Perſuaſion be in ſome Particu- 
lars injurious to Gop; yet if he be
